Now Charged With Having Sold That 


Amount of Cuban Postal Stamp* 


Reported Destroyed 


New York, May 24—Embezzlements 


aggregating nearly $450,000, it is al- 
leged, are now laid at the door of Chas. 
F. W. Neely, late chief financial agent 
of the postal service in Cuba, who is at 
present a prisoner in Ludlow street jail 
in this city. 


In addition to the cum of $45.300.26 


.which he is.r .accused of.,having, stolen 
outright from.the Cuban postal 
funds, 


and upon which charge he was rearrest- 
ed here yesterday, government 
officials 


accuse himoffraduIentlyseeriring'$40Q.- 
OOO'by the sale of Cuban stamps which 
had be«n ordered destroyed. 


Papers making this charge were sent 


from Washington to New York, and a 
warrant based on the new accusations 
was sworn out this morning. These 
papers were sent from Cuba to the post- 
office department at Wauhington, and it 
is stated they have received official ap- 
proval. 


The new charge of embezzlement is 


based on Neely's alleged conversion into 
cash of the 8400,000 worth of "sur- 
charged" Cuban postage stamps, which, 
as has been stated, were ordered de- 
stroyed, and which were certified to BE 
having been destroyed by the committee 
appointed for that purpose, of which 
Neely was the head. 


Washington, May 24—Prompt action 


toward strengthnning the bands of the 
government in the prosecution of the 
Neely case was taken by the house yes- 
terday. After debate, in which consid- 
erable political rancor was exhibited, the 
bill framed by Attorney General Qriggs 
and known as the Neely extradition bill, 
,was passed without division.

In other words the trusts 
in these two items alone save to them • 
selves $6,000.000 daily, all of which is 
withdrawn direct frpm the people.. 


"With such 
conditions realized a 


great and essential step will have to be 
taken in the warfare upoa trusts which 
has now become inevitable."

Pope Under a Silver Canopy. 


The ceremony of canonization began 


at ten o'clock this morning when an im- 
posing procession passed from the Vati- 
can to St. Peters. The Pope was borne 
aloft under a canopy of silver cloth.

pageant. 


Bishops from all parts of the world were 
present. 


A. Beautiful Ceremony. 


The ceremony is one of the most 


beautiful rites connected with the Roman 
Catholic church 
St. Peter's is hung 


with the,papal tapestries and the hang- 
ings of those who make application that 
the blessed be advanced to the rank of 
saint.

Grive-Digging Is 
Made Difficult on 


Account of the Ground Being Hard 
Soil—Soldier Life in the Philippines 
is No Snap—Tells of Former Fort 
Sheridan Officers. 


Oscar A. Mabee of this city, ia in re- 


ceipt of the following interesting letter 
from his son Fremont H. Mabee who is 
a corporal in Company C., Thirteenth 
Infantry, stationed on the island of 
Luzon, Philippine Islands: 


Lucena, Luzon, P. I., April 6, 1900. 


Dy Dear Father and Family:—I just 
came off guard this morning and I guess 
I von't have to do any work today for 
a wonder. They ore working the life 
out of the boye. Of course I don't hnve 
to work only see that the boys work but 
then being out in this hot BUD is some 
thing fierce. \Theeun is getting hotter 
and hotter each day. 
The ground is 


getting BO hard that we have to take n 
pick to dig graves. We dug two graves 
the 
other 
day 
and 
worked 


from 
1:30 
p. 
- m. 
to 


6:40 and had sixteen men, two worked 
at a time and ten minutes each and 
those minutes were worked hard, the 
graves were 7 feet by 2J. Most of tbe 
ground here is of lava formation. Sickness 
in the army and in our regiment is fast 
increasing on account of the work the 
boya have to do. One cannot do very 
' much work here in the day time 


The report came here last night that 


we are to be relieved by the 48th aud go to 
Manila. 
Some of the boys want to go 


and others would rather not. If we go 
to Manila we will be compelled to spend 
all our clothing allowance and more too.

Washington, D. C., May 24.—The 


house passed -without division the ex- 
tradition 'bill framed by the judiciary 
•committee, but only after a debate In 
•which considerable political rancor 
was aroTised. There was no division 
of sentiment as to the duty 'of con- 
gress to pass a blH to permit the ax- 
tradition of Neely, but the Democrats 
objected to the language, of the bill, 
which covered "any foreign country 
or territory or part thereof occupied 
toy the United States." The Demo- 
crats wanted the bill to apply specific- 
ally to Cuba, contending that ' the 
broader language assumed the possi- 
bilities of further acquisition by the 
TJnited States of a character similar 
to that of Cuba. A motion to recom- 
mit, with instructions to change the 
language, -was defeated by a strict 
iparty vote. The 'house ,ailso adopted 
the resolution to allow the commit- 
tee on ways and means-to sit during 
the recess of congress for the purpose 
of framing a -bill for the reduction of 
the war revenues, and. the resolution 
lor a sine-die adjournment June 6. 
The blinrd chaplain in his invocation 
rather startled the -house by referring 
to the Cuban frauds, which, foe- said, 
brought the blush of shame to the 
•cheek of every true American. "We- 
l>ray," he continued, "that the culprit 
•will be brought to speedy justice, that 
'we may give an object lesson to the 
•world in dealing with perfidy 
and 


fraud." 
Mr. Sulzer (N. Y.) declared 


•that the 'Republicans never intended 
to repeal the -war revenue act and 
•were playing politics. "There will be 
no repeal of this law;," said he, "until 
'William Jennings Bryan 
sends 'his 


first message from the white house." 
Mr. DeArmond offered an amendment 
to the Neely extradition Ml. It was 
in fche nature of a substitute, and pro- 
vided that while Cuba was occupied 
ty the United States offenders in Cuba 
•w.ho flee to the Ignited States should 
be surrendered upon written requisi- 
tions. Mr. Cannon (111.) characterized 
Mr. DeArmond as 'a "chronic calam- 
ity 'howler." The real province of a 
•minority, -he said, was to perfect and 
fcetter legislation, not to oppose every- 
thing. Mr. DeArmond moved ' to re- 
•commit the, bill. 
The motion was 


lost, 106 to 128, and, debate being s'hut 
off by Mr. Ray calling for the previous 
question, the .bill was passed without 
division. The senate bill to provide 
a. collector of customs at Honolulu, 
•salary $6,000 a year, and deputies, was 
passed. It was arranged that the 
louse should meet -daily at 11 o'clock 
•until the Alaskan code bill was dis- 
posed of. 


Senate Increases Sundry BUI. 


Washington, May 24.—The senate 


•committee on appropriations conclud- 
ed its work on the sundry civil appro- 
priation bill and reported the bill to 
the senate.

mittee a' net increase of $4,316,665 is 
made over the amount carried by the 
Mil as it -passed the house. The prin- 
cipal ite mof .increase is that of $2,750,- 
<000 for improvement of the Mississip- 
pi river, and of this sum $2,500,000 is 
to be expended below the mouth of the 
Ohio. 
Among the additions is one for 


repairs to the wing dam at Rock Is- 
land arsenal .of $97,000.

Go Into Business. 


THE1 WISH TO EAISE CATTLE. 


Lower Brule Band Will Auk PermU- 


•lon of the United State* Govern- 
ment to Sell Tvro Section* of It» 
Land—Flan ot tlie Cnlef, Big Mnne. 
The Lower Brule band of the Sioux 


tribe of Indians has added a page to 
the ethnology of the North American 
red man that Is altogether new and 
hopeful by taking a vigorously enter- 
prising course in the certainty which 
confronts It that Uncle Sam will soon 
cease to supply It with clothing for the 
men, women and children. June 30 
next the 30 year treaty between the 
Sioux tribe and the United States gov- 
ernment will expire, and instead of 
seeking its renewel the Lower Brule 
band has prepared a petition which 
•was forwarded from Sioux City, la., by 
Major James McLaughlin of Washing- 
ton, Indian inspector, with his recom- 
mendation, asking that it be given the 
privilege of disposing of two sections 
of Its land and using the proceeds to 
launch into the cattle raising business 
This Is the first voluntary act of sell 
support which any tribe has even tak 
en, says the Chicago Ilecord. 


Major McLaughlin, who is callec 


White Feather, -or Wab-de-za-wi-cas 
ta (Man Who Travels About Looking 
Into Things), has had 40 years' expert 
ence with the Indians and is as famil 
iarly known to the Apaches of the fa 
southwest as to the Sioux of the. north 
west and the Omahas and Winneba- 
goes of eastern Nebraska, said that the 
decision of the Lower Brules was the 
most unique step he had known any 
band to take. It marks a new era. 
Those who declare that the Indian 
question is a hopeless question will 
have to begin all over again. He was 
enthusiastic in his praise of the tribe 
•when he returned to Sioux City from 
the trip to the 'Lower Brule agency to 
attend the council of the ban'cl concern- 
ing the petition and said that the coun- 
cil in Itself was a novelty in Indian 
affairs. 


"In the flrst place," he said, "the 


«yes of the writer of Indian fiction who 
does not know a moccasin from a wam- 
pum bag would have popped out with 
surprise to see that council. Instead of 
squalid redskins in dirty blankets and 
•with greasy paint smeared recklessly 
over their faces, sitting stolidly about 
a campfire and passing, a dirty old 
pipe around, that 'council looked like 
the gathering of a stock company's di- 
rectors. All the braves won; the dress 
of civilization—not the ultra fashiona- 
ble, but the conventional attire of white 
men—and they sat around a table, fig- 
uring out the amount of money they 
would have to spend for cattle If they 
Bold the two sections of land which 
they had decided to offer on the mar- 
ket—if Uncle Sam was .willing. Big 
Mane, the chief, was as level headec 
and astute a business man as you 
•would meet In a stock exchange In New 
York or Chicago. There were also pres 
ent Bull Head, Black Elk, Fire Thun 
der and Swift Hawk. All of them uii 
derstood the English language more or 
less perfectly, but, as I talk Sioux with 
any of them, we adopted that language 
to discuss this trjbal question." 


The proposition of the chief, Big 


Mane, one that he has thought over fo 
years, was presented. The plan wa 
this: As the time had come when tin. 
government would soon cease to sup 
port them his braves bad agreed witl 
him that two sections of land -shoulc 
be sold and that the proceeds of th< 
sale should be put to the purchase o 
cattle and that the cattle should bo ap 
portioned among the families different 
ly than was done by the government h 
its beef issue. Not every family should 
have the same number of head because 
not all were equally able to care for 
them and make them productive. The 
oged and infirm should not have so 
many cattle as the man with five or 
six big sons; the man with daughters 
should not have so manj' as the man 
with sons. The government could adopt 
an agency brand and then beside the 
agency brand every head could be 
branded also with the .mark of the 
family to which it belonged.

overpowered officers and took the ne- 
gro from the train,-put a rope around 
his neck and dragged him to the corner 
of Eighth and Santa Fe avenue, a dis- 
tance of about three blocks. Five min- 
utes after Kimblern reached Pueblo 
his almost naked 
corpse was being 


dragged 
through the 
streets by as 


many men as could lay hands on the 
rope around his neck, followed by a 
howling mob of ait least 3,000 people. 
Not the slightest attempt to protect 
the prisoner was made by the half- 
dozen officers having him in charge 
In fact, they had drawn the charges 
from their revolvers lest by any chance 
blood should be shed in a feint at re- 
sisting the mob. 
As the train pulled 


into the Eighth street depot, Kimblern 
was pushed helpless to his test out of 
the front end of the smoking car and 
into the very hands of the mob. 
A 


noose was cast about his neck. 
Many 


hands at once seized it. 
Klmblera 


made but the slightest attempt at re- 
sistance. Heavy steel manacles bound 
his wrists and he was helpless. JJ« 
was dragged face downward over the 
railroad tracks, the noose tightened 
about his neck, and he was undoubted- 
ly dead before he was hanged to a tele- 
graph pole two blocks from the depot 
Twice the rope broke after the body 
had been hauled up, but the third at- 
tempt ait hanging was successful.
